With a view to ascertaining the extent of acreage producing very 
high and very low returns of wheat per acre, all wheat farms have been 
classified according to their productivity per acre. The accompanying 
return sets-forth comparative details for the three seasons 1937-38 
1938-39 and 1939-0. .

Of the total 3,506 (5,743) farms under 9 bushels, the Murray Mallee 
and Western Divisions had 1,660 (1,632) and 799 (1,536) respectively. 
In these Divisions there were 462 and 8% under 3 bushels, 684 and 262 
with 3-6 bushels, 514 and 454 with 6-9 bushels, and 345 and 1,397 with 
9 bushels and over. i :
